NEW YORK, May 20.—A fire al the
New Jersey state howpital for the in.
sane at Morris Plaine has caused wild
excitement among the 2600 patients.
The guards were abhle (o restraln them
only hy the most vigorous efforts,
When the fire was first dlseovered In
the lsundry the patlents were hastily
broughy together In the yard and sur-
rounded by a cordon of guards and
attendants, who held them back when
they made a dash for freedom

An soon as the flames were discov-
ered mont of the guards and attend-
ants weres sent to the various wards
to get the patlents out None of the
violently Insane or criminals was In
the threatened bullding. but the alarm
of fire cauned even those whose minds
were but slightly unbalanced to be-
come frantie with terror. Nearly all
the patients were in the dormitories,
which made the task of betting them
out of the building much easier, as
they could be marshalled as at the
regular drill. In some of the wards
furtherest from the fire a few of the
patients who could be trusted were
left. The others were marched (rom .
the buliding. Althouglr they were
greatly (rightened, a few soothing
words from the guards pacified them,

There
they again became panic stricken and
many tried to break through the thin
lne of guards. The women seemed
more frightened than the men and sev-
